Britain's Commitments: 


T is obvious that the countries 
of Western Europe have many 
and close contacts with the world 
overseas which do not depend 
upon the United Kingdom. 
Stmilarly, the Uniled States has 
by now the closest possible ties— 
polltical a5 well as ecconomle and 
cultural—with all members of the 
British Commonwealth and , the 
countries of Western Europe. 
‘Nevertheless, Just as Canada [eels 
rightly a special responsibility for 
bridging the. cap between the 
United States and the Old World, 
so. the United Kingdom fs. aware. 
of her obligatlons towards both 
European (of which she is 
scographically o part) and the 
other members of the British 
Commonwealth (af which sho is 
politically a part), Recently, tho 
United Kingdom has entered Into 
closer refatlons with her nelgh- | 
bours across the Channel for Joint 
protection agalnst possible future 
German sgeression. It {8 not 
reasonable to expect other mem- 
bers of tho British Commonwealth 
to share In.thcse European com- 
mitments and they have, there- 
fore, rightly and naturally taken 
no direct part in the plans for the 
| Western Union botween Britain, 
Franco and the Benelux countries, 
Conversely ihese plans, which 
provido for. mutual assistance and 
common defensive stratery are 
‘| explclty confined to Europe. 
. Thus, If the homelands of Franco 
or the Netherlands wero aitacked 
by on ageressor, Britain would be 
bound to go to thelr ald, but not 
‘| %¢ the aggression were ‘directed 
‘} against Algeria or the Netherlands 
- East Indies, So too, an altack ott 


the British Isles would - suto- 
matically Involve the other mem- 
bers_ of the Western Union, but 
not ‘sn attack on Australia or 
Pakistan or the Falkland Islands. 
Reallsm demands the _ closes} 
possible co-operation on the part 
of the United Kingdom with the 
countries of Western Europe; 
sentiment prefers to look outward 
to the ‘Commonwealth and the 
Emplre. Signs of the  self- 
governing Dominions’ approval of 
the Western Unlon. and = the 
readiness to glve it at least moral 
support are, therefore, especially 
welcome. In general it can be 
'elalmed that the self-coverning 
Dominlons have adopted a friend- 
ly attitude to the Unton on the 
assumption that Britain will not 
-allow it to make her forgetful of 
hier Commonwealth friends over- 
seas. No formul treaties “are 
needed to ensure this. Far more 
important are the continuous con- 
Jsulfations which may reach a new 
level of Intimacy In .the con- 
ference of Commonwealth Prime 
Ministers which cfforts are now 
belng made to arrange before the: 
end of the year. But when all 
this has been sald it ts pertinent 
to emphasise that there in no dis- 
position cither in BrHaln or In any 
ather nation of the Common- 
Wealth to dispute the basic pro- 
Position .. that — the ullimate 
‘guarantee of scourity ‘must bo. 
world wide, lackiding the Unlted 
States and all oller nations who 
are willing to play thelr part. 
This Is the stariing point of Bri- 
tish polloy with the regard to tho 
Western Union and = Common- 
wealth relations allke.

ABANDONED 


London, June 18. — Count 
Folke Bernadotte, United -Na- 
tions Mediator in the Holy 
Land, at least temporarily 
abandoned any plans_ he may 
have had for bringing fully- 
representative delegates of 
Isracl and the Arab states to- 
gether around a conference 
table, according to well-inform- 
ed sources here tonight. 

This move is attributed to Arab 
opposition to the existence of a 
Jewish state. 

In Tel-Aviv, meanwhile, the 
Count, before leaving for his. peace 
headquarters on Rhodes, said the 
situation in Palestine, except for a 
few minor Incidents, was under con- 
trol. 

He told correspondents-he had nét 
called for a peace conference al- 
though Jewish and Arab delegates 
would assist in trying 
peaceful settlement: in Palestine. 

‘ NOT DELEGATES 

The Count stressed that the Arab 
and Jewish representatives who 
would follow him to Rhodes would 
be experts ond not delegates, and 
would have no power to take deci+ 
sions. 

They would be there to supply

How To Remove Stains 


From Wood Surface.

ERE we go again, taking up a 


further consideration of stains 
on wood surfaces, without further 
introduction. : 
During house painting time, no 
matter how well furniture is pro- 
tected, - one piece: or another_may 
suffer a paint apattering. Fresh 
paint stalns may-be wiped up with 
a cloth molstened in turpentine. 
Use a second elenn turpentine cloth 
to remove all traces of the paint. 


Paint Spots 


Paint spots that have dricd will 
have to be softened with turpentine 
or scraped off. Scraping, however, 
will mar no painted or. varnished 
surface. Paint spots on unfinished 
or olled wood dry very fast because 
the wood absorbs the Hquid.

ink Stains 


As for Ink stains on wood, a {fresh 
stain usunlly can be wiped from 
finished surfaces with a damp cloth. 
Ink on a bare surface will penstrate 
and have to be bleached out. Use, 
oxalle acld solution;and ammonia 
or Javelile water as for ink stains on 
fabrics. Tho bleached spot should 
then bo trented according to the sur- 
rounding surface, stained, _ oiled, 
waxed or polished.

Food and Wator 


In many parts of the world, .food 
and water may be lacking in iodine. 
‘Such orca are known as goitre dis- 
tricts, becnuso the deficiency of 
{odine leads to enlargement of the 
thyroid gland or goitre. Tho Great 
Lakes aren is one of the largest 
goitre districts in the world. . 


‘ Studies have been carried out 
on large numbers of children which‘ 
have indicated that those living on 
areas receiving enough fjodine grow 
almos{ a half Inch taller than those 
who do not get the jodinc. Their 
weight also is greater, 


These studies have also indicated 
that the birth welght of Infants 
whose mothers received lodinoe 
during pregnancy was greater thon 
those of mothets who did not get 
thls mineral. Then, too, it has been 
shown that the feedng of milk with 
slight-iodine content to children liv- 
ing in the goltre orcas resulted in 
more rapid ond regular growth. 


Another Study 


Another interesting study was 
carried out, comparing the number 
of etillbirths which occurred in 
women who received jfodine during 
Pregnancy and those who did not. 
During a Ove-yenr period, in a group 
of almost 20,000 women, there weru 
six times as many stillbirths in the 
women. wha. did not receive lodino 
prenatally. as!in the women who re- 
ceived fodine. From these studies, 
it was concluded that stillbirths in 
human beings may be due in many 
cases to Jodine deficiency. 


It, seems definite that the addi- 
tion of fodine to the dict of young 
children living in the goitre belts is 
necessary for their normal growth 
and development. 


As I said before, the. human re- 
quirements of fodine is small, the 
duily amount having been calculated 
as 200 micrograms for a person 
-weighing -150.. pounds... A___ mii 
gram is one-thousandth of a grammo 
and it takes 30 grammes to make on 
ounce, Since the amount needed its 
50 small, a convenient way of get- 
ting it is through the use of table 
salt to which lodine has been added. 
Todized salt can be bought in any 
grocery store and its tse is to bo 
encouraged os a means of making 
sure that everybody gets sufficient 
fodine in the dally dict,

Italy’s all-out effort to attract the free.

Many businesses 
closed and refused transactions In 
the old marks. 

The Russian controlled Berlin 
press declared the creatlon of a new 
money in Western Germany tncans 
the partitioning of Germany and 
“raising a barricr against the East." 

These were among the main 
features of the revision unnounced 
so far: : 

The new money will not apply to 
the three Western sectors of Berlin, 
because that clly is ruled by ‘the 
four powers.
